The Chairman said :—Gontlemen,—The re- 
port and ‘statement of accounts have been in 
your hands for ihe past few days, 80, with your 
pernission, 1 will take them as read, You 
will notice, if you compare last year’s balance 
sheet with the year before, that ‘stocks’ in 
trade’ show an incrense of $15.3 '4,c05, which 
is approximately bal.ncéd by ‘an increase in:

“Siberian enterprise is just now vested with 


in the present) war, 
although the Trans-Siberian Railroad is just 
now the most valuable asset of the Russian 
Government in prosecuting its war with Japan, 
this vast system was not originally planned for 
military purposes—not, at least, if we are to 
believe the original proclamation or “reseript” 
of the Emperor Alexander in which the con- 
struction of the rad was authorised. It is 
given herewith, and the reader may judye for 
himself. This rescript is dated the sth of 
May, 1891, and was received by the Grand 
Duke Tsesarevich on his landing in that year 
fom an important tour of inspection of the 
far Eastern countries. “Having yiven the 
order (a build a continuous tne of railway 
across Siberia, which is to unite the rich 
Siberian provinces with the railway system of 
the interior, T entrast to you to declare my will 
“pon your entering the Russian dominions, 
after your inspection of the foreign countries 
ofthe Far East, At the same time 1 wish you 
to tay the first stone at Vladivostok for the 
construction of the Ussuri line forming part of 
the Siberian Railway. , Your participation 
wa the achievement of this work will be a 
testimony of my ardent desire to’ ficilitate 
cammunications between Siberia and the other 
countnes of the empire, and to manifest my 
extreme anxiety to secure the peaceful pro- 
sperity of this country,—Alexander.” 

‘Thus was inangurated—a railroad which, in 
point, of continuous distance covered, is .2]- 
together without a parallel even among the 
large railroads of the United States. It had 
been under adviseinent and more or fess an 
object of solicitude on the part of the 
Russian Government for a third of a century 
past. Actual construction was commenced on 
the igth of May, 1891, when the Grind Duke 
Tsesarevich filled a barrow with soil: and 
emptied it on the railroad embankment. 

The longest coutinuous Ine on the North 
American continent is the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, whose main line from Montreal to 
Victoria has a total length of 2,992 miles. The 
line of the Siberian Railway from Cheliabinsk 
to Vladivostok measures 4,776 mules, The 
branch from Harbin to Port Arthur measures 
1,273 miles, So that the nin line system, in-

dependently of iis feeders, covers over 6,000 
miles. of track, From Vladivostok to St. 
Petersburg is about 6,700 miles, and from Port 
Arthur to the various barbours of the North 
Sea is about 6,g00'miles by the nearest route, 

The road may be divided into’ six sections, 
The first or western section extends from 
Cheliabinsk, which 1s on the Edropean fronuier, 
tO Pochitanka, a distance of t,o80 miles, It 
runs for about goo miles over a highland 
plateau that is practically level. For over 690 
miles it traverses an excellent agricultural 
country, while 300 miles west of lomsk the 
hoe is laid through a goud stock-raising dis- 
trict, The cen:ral division extends from 1 omsk 
to Irkutsk, throu,h upland cuuntry, whose 
climate and soil are both unsuitable for agri- 
cultural-setdements. The third section jn- 
cludes Lake Baikal and i this section the 
toad reaches its utmost elevation, from which 
it drops to the Pacific ste pe, runny through 
country rich in minerals, from which some 
$15,000,000 worth of g id is annually ex- 
ported. The fourth secti n is that of the 
Amur, which extends towaids the Pacific 
for a distance of 1,6c0 iniles, This is the 
district which gives ihe greatest promixe 
of future agricultural development. It is 
richly timbered and contains large sections of 
alluvial land and is favoured with a more tem- 
perdte climate. Then follows the Ussuri sec- 
tion, which extends to Vladivostok, on the 
Pacific, running through a hilly country suit. 
able for agriculture and stock-raising, and 
containing on excellent bituminous coal. The

there are three stretches of absoiutely straight 
line, ene of which is 50, another 62, and another 
6 miles in length, 

The most troublesome portion of the line is 
the section that includes Lake Baikal, which 
lies in an exceedingly mountainous and rough 
country. Forthe present, freight and passen- 
vers are disembarked at the western end of 
Lake Baikal and fersied across to the terminus 
of the eastern end. When the location of the 
line was made, it was™found that the work of 
such maguitude and would consum 
ume that it would be impossible to await its 
completion, In about cighteen months’ or two 
years’ time from now it is expected that this 
circtrm-Baikal route, as it is called, will be 


finished. The country~is extremely difficult, 
and we are sarureye ate who has been over 
the route and is very familiar with jt, that it is 
even more difficult of construction than the 
heaviest stretches of work on the Colorudo 
Midland road in Americ«. This location is so 
mountainous and precipitous that it is called 
by the Russians themselves the Switzerland of 
Siberia. 

The impression that the Siberian road is 
poorly built and is liable to break down under 
the strewstof military service i; based upon the 
tary condition of the line, before the heavier 
steel was laid and time had been given for 
ballasting and bringing up to standard such 
purtions of the lines as were hastily laid in the 
endeavaur to get line pushed through to com- 
pletion. An enormous amount of filling in and 
ballasting has been accomplished during the 
past year, and to-day the road is equal to taking 
care of trains and locomotives of the kind that 
have been supplied tothe line. One advant- 
age which this line has over some of our 
pioneer Western roads 1s that the Russians 
have made very free use of embankments, pre- 
ferring these to the more-bastily-built anu less 
Permanent pile Uestles, which form such a 
Conspicuous te.ture of our own Western roads. 
The earhef ick embankment, once made, 
tequires very litte subsequent care, anu con- 
sequently the great amount of time spent in 
Maintaining ordinary trestle construction wall 
be saved on the trans-Siberian road. The same 
is true of the culverts and piers which, as we 
have said, are practically all of good masonry, 

We think, however, that it would have 
been a wiser policy if the engineers had 
adopted a better cliss of track tie, Many 
of the tes consiel merely of soft-wood trees 
Cit 10 length and split in two. These are 
Jaid wih the fla face down and a notch 
y, adacd.in each io receive the rails, The 
weak features al this type of tie are that it 
presents Lut small bearing surface for the base 
of the rail, which quickly cuts down into tie, 
and also it is liable to rot out quicker than Ihe 
square tie that is hewed on opposite faces.
